At 3 p. ui.. r>vor li.iHlH 
people surrouudo l the Hall. i'lio 
crowil wiw very (lisui\lcrly . a ui ilori- 
pilc tllU iH-i'.SOlii'U of ;i liody ol 

polici!, uiulm- Chid' I'oiii'iu, llic mol) 
attacked a boor sluigii, ami had a good 
drink, whilo a uakor's sleif,'h waa 
cleaned out, the driver whipiiiuj,' up 
his horHO and leaving tho luatoa to the 
fau>ished crowd. 

At ten :aiuute.s past three o'clock, a 
fight took placo, aiul it wiis witli much 
difficulty that tho p-licu .■■jul.l it;sloro 
order. The Ahloniv n arc.l :•, rov,-, 
and tho doors of the Tr.-.L.-arv i).'p;irt- 
nient were locked. The (;nj\,-.,l , ruia- 
posed ]iio,stly of Hrcncli Caiiadiaiis, 
rushed into tho main entrance of the 
Hall, and some of them niaui in d lu 
got up to tho Rotunda before thu po- 
lice could interfere, but most of the 
rioters \v(-ru shut out. Tiio jlayor 
thou addressed the ])Loii1o from tliQ 
balcony to t!io ciruci lluit they hud 
been told that to-day they woul^l 
learn what could be done for tjieui. 
Ho counselled the j,'!..-aU iiMil; .- 
ation on thoir part, and iio; to ixbL-it 
to any viidonee', wliu-h \v luhl only 
make matters woisy, iMsliadof better, 
and ho said that thu Council wan to 
meet to give their case its earnest oon- 
fiidoration. His Worsliip retlected on 
a few who, ho feared, wanted to create 
disorder, but ho was interrupted with 
cries of, '^Ve'ro Ki!!roriii,LC and want 
food!' and ^Toaiis. .it a (piartor to 
four the Council ctJiumenced its do- 
liberations, the crowd in the luean- 
-while pressing up against the main en- 
trance, but were driven back by Ser- 
geant Hilton and a iioh'so of police. 
Another sei-yeaut and a sfpiad of spec- 
ial policemen, in ci\iliaMs clotlii;s, no- 
ticing un altercutiun between one of 
the roughs and tho party in charge of 
a waggon opposite an hotel, pushoel 
throu;.,''!! tho crywd to arrest the ofl'end- 
cr. Tlio Ser^^'eant seized tlie rou^'h, 
but while iitteuiplin},' to briii^; him t<i tl;e 
pohco station tho crowd f,'iitb<!reil ruiin l 
them, and Chief Ponton rushed tluou^di 
tho crowd, and advi,sed tho s. i^eaut in 
lot him <^iK Scarcely had thu Chief 
done this, when a powerful rough 
rushed up to him and str,iek him on 
the left eye, cutting tlio skin. The 
Chief thereupon, swinging his cane 
round, cleared a circle of a good 
twelve feet in diameter, an l r:;h!iin:' 
uptotherough who had d ilt ine 
blow, Hnuisli("d the eane vvi v iiis lieiid, 
and then ru'^hed iiiio 'iio crowd, 
and struck riglit and left, laying 
several prostrate with blow.9 from his 
list, and followed up by several of tho 
Police, hecharged tho cowardly crowd 
in every direction. The [lolii'e doall

TouoNTo, Dec. IG. — To-morrow aftor- 
uoou at 2 o'clock, the ladids Who are ogi- 
tatiug the restriction of liquor licenses 
to ono iu 1,000 of the population, will as- 
semble at tho legislature to tho number 
of Ou culling for tho iiotitiona, a 

largo number of additional ouea will bo 
pre,-,oiited. Dr. Clarke, of Norfolk, will 
move that thoy all bo printed. That gen- 
tleman will also bring in a Bill, which is 
not yet printed, Inut of which tho follow- 
ing 'is ii"auiiiniary : It sets out by assort- 
ing that strong drink is the eouree of 
criiLc, immorality, disease, pauporisni, 
and prematuro death. The Bill proposes 
that the sale of wines and liquors in 
saloons and groceries shall cekso after 
July lat, and that the sale shall bo con- 
liued to wholesale dealers, licensed hotel 
keepers, and agents appointed by the 
tho Executive. Tho jiower of regulating 
the sale is to bo vested iu tho Govern- 
ment, and tho proceeds for all lioonses, 
wholesale and retail, bo jiaased into the 
general revcnuo of the Province. The 
Government is to be ompowored to issue 
liconseB at discretion. Every rural miiiii- 
ci|iality or group of muuicipalitioa shall, 
on iietitiou or by vote, be entitled to one 
hotel license and ono Government agency; 
incorporated villages to t',vo hotels and 
one agency; towns with a poimlation of 
•1 , 'KID iiud over, to three hotels and] ono 
shop; cities with a population of 10,000 
and not more than 20,000, to four hotels 
and three (bivernment agencies, with 
two hotels ami ciio agency for each addi- 
tional III, 1)1)0 of po|)ulation. The Govern- 
ment a,!,-enis aro to be ])aid by salary aud 
an inspeclor a|)[Miiuled to examine (>ach 
agency and report ([uarterly; said agent 
i'l to iiiaj-:e a wei'kly bank deposit of his 
receipts and furui-h an account of his 
daily tialoa. Tho lists of licenses and 
agents are to bo published quarterly in 
the Ontario (rdzntte. Tho agents aro to 
f.;ive bond* and to find two sureties. Liars 
in hoi. U ami figoncios are to bo closed at 
I' ii o rl.H-k at night and to roiuaiu closed 
from seven on Saturday night till seven 
oil .'.iumiiiv nioriiing, but the hotels mi»y 
servo /lonii Jide travelers, and agencies 
may supply liquor for medicinal i)ur- 
posoa.

Mr. Arkwngilt, who, siiico lSGG,haa 
roproseuted tho littlo Herefordshire 
burgh of Leominster, has given proof 
of his devotion to the cause of Con- 

HorvatiHui by rosipning his aoat, in tho 
lio|)0 that Sir H. Oil'fard, tlio uowly- 
appoiuted Solicitor-(.ienera], may ob- 
tain tiio adniis.iiou to the ilouHo of 
Commons i'or wl.iich ho has already 
twice applied in vain. Tho constitu- 
ency is decidodly Coiiservativo, aud 
the cliancos aro that Sir H. GilVard's 
third ellort to gain the honor of inom- 
borship of tho tirst club in tho world 
will prove successful. 

Tho subject of the Suez Canal con- 
tinnoH to occupy the attention of tho 
[loblio ill a extraordinary defjreo, and 
tho various criticisnia and oxidaimtioiis 
which tho alTair has called forth will 
probably sorvo to keep alivo discus- 
sion until the meeting of Parliament. 
The spontaneous burst of applause 
wliieb greeted tho act has boon uniii- 
lliiencod by party considoralions. Bo- 
fore the jioliticiiins, in fact, had made 
up tlioir minds wliother to admire tho 
purchase of the Suez Canal or not, tho 
public had instiuctivoly recognized its 
wisdom. By a lelegrnm from Cairo 
in the 'Tiiues' wo learn that tho Kho- 
dive's sliuros were sold to the British 
( ioveriimoiil subject to tho same con- 
ditions upon which theji woro hold by 
his Highuoss. They represent ten 
votes at the meeting of the sharehold- 
ers. 

On Ibo Hrd insl., at o a. in., a firo 
broke out iu llie J'lton Cidle^o liake- 
liouso, ^vllicl^ is situated ou tho south 
side of tlu3 college. The building 
was soou ill a bliizo, and about nine 
o'clock was completely f,'uttGd. The 
fire oripiuated in the upper jiiu t of 
the building, known us the College 
rooms, in wliicli were .'^lored tho valu- 
able tapestry, preaentod to the Col 
lego in l()i;i, representing Christ in 
the Toinple sitting in the midst of the 
cloetora, 'hearing thom aud asking 
them (lucslioiis;' seventy bedcovers 
given i)y thoDukoof Nortliiiinberland 
in ITlill, the culh.'ge (diiiia, and other 
valuable property, all of which is doH- 
troyed. The tapestry was considered 
to bo exceedingly valuflljle, and was 
]>resorvod as a relic. It formerly hung 
iu the ancient College ball, bohiud 
which a liru-placo was discoveretl ou 
its removal a few years ago, and it was 
used for purposes of decoration ou 
any special occasion. The china con- 
sisted of elegant dinner and dessert 
services, each article bearing the Col- 
lego aims most artistically executed in 
gold. The building has only justun- 
dergoiio a t'omplote renovation. Tho 
wind was fortunately from the oast. 

The 'Morning Post' Bays:-'Our new 
relations with Egypt render the plans 
of conquest which tho Khedive's Gov-

.Vbyssinia iiiiich more interesting to 
the British public tluui could havo 
been tho cuse jirovious to the import- 
ant politico-financial undertaking in 
which we have embarked.'

It is tho 
coiitenliuii of the Knglish school tluit 
guns of such enormous .si/.e can only 
fio produced by welding together coils 
of wrought iron, and so building tho 
structuro u|) fnnu trunnion to muz- 
zle. Herr Krupp, on the other hand, 
maintains tliathia method of manufac- 
ture with cast steel equally allows of 
the coiislnieiioii of the largest-sized 
cu-diiaiiee. Siionld he bo successful 
in this attempt , Ms.sou will fur a time 
take llie load. Ijiit tho 'Globe' thinks 
thal^ iu the long run the English 
.system soi iiiH pretty certain to triumph. 
It recogiii/cs no finality in the size of 
cannon.
